Less successful was the visit of Premier 
Aristide Briand to the Washington Arms-Con- 
ference. Though personally agreeable, he was 
compelled to defend a position that went, con- 
trary to American aspirdtions, and he returned 
to Paris with his prestige somewhat dimmed. 
The following year the great war Premier him- 
self, Georges Clemenceau, went over in a final 
attempt to rouse American sentiment to a 
closer co-operation, but though he received a 
personal reception that was second only to that 
accorded Marshal Joffre, the political results 
of his visit were almost wholly negative. 

Now a French leader of a wholly different 
school is in America on a mission no less im- 
portant, that of settling the war debts, but un- 
fortunately for his cause and his country he is 
not preceded by such an advance aura of glamour 
as that which favored. the two war leaders, 
Joffre and Clemenceau. Whatever personal ad- 
vance publicity he has had, has been for the 
most part unfavorable. Like most champions 
of new and radical ideas, he had suffered from 
an unfavorable press, both in his own country 
and abroad. While the American armies were 


encamped in France he was lodged in prison. 


and the epithet then most commonly applied to 
him was that of “traitor.” 

It is perhaps unavoidable that the prejudices 
then formed against him should still persist, 
but if the American public will give a moment’s 
thought to the subject, it must perceive that for 
any political leader to have been able so com- 
pletely to reverse his own country’s estimate of 
him and his policies in the course of five years 
he cannot have been either wholly wrong or en- 
tirely bad. There have been many French poli- 
ticians who have suddenly fallen from great 
heights and sunk into obscurity, but to rise 
from such.a fall back to the pinnacles of power 
is more unusual, if not unprecedented. It pre- 
supposes both stamina and moral courage. 

Perhaps the best clue to this astounding re- 
versal of fortune was contained in a recent 
article by Sisley Huddleston, the Monitor’s 
Paris correspondent. “If the personality of M. 
Caillaux is such that it arouses great enmities,” 

'Mr. Huddleston wrote, “it also inspires great 
loyalties.” In fact, the devotion of some of his 
friends borders on fanaticism, and anyone who 
can arouse such feelings among those closest 
to him cannot be without many admirable 
qualities. 

M. Caillaux has his defects, to be sure, but 
if the whole truth about his bitterestrivals were 
more widely known, he would suffer less by 
comparison, and as the chosen official repre- 
sentative of a great and friendly nation he is 
entitled not only to fair play but to courtesy. 
Any leader who has suffered so courageously 
for his convictions is, moreover, deserving of 
American sympathy. On closer acquaintance 
his intellectual qualities will win respect.

The second significant declaratfon is con- 
tained jn the request that the United States 
assume “vigorous leadership” in these hego- 
tiations. Throughout the entire conference it 
was made plain that the United States should 
act in concert with the other powers, if such 
action is possible. But in the face of, the ques- 
tions of fair play and justice which were in- 
troduced it was emphasized, by the conference 
vote, that the United States could not afford to 
delay even to secure the co-operation of the 
other powers. If the powers are not ready to 
act with the United States, it was definitely 
recommended that the United States Govern- 
ment be urged to act alone. 

This is a statement of noteworthy signif- 
icance: More than once it has been made plain 
that, when a positive and conciliatory policy is 
definitely outlined by one nation, the other 
powers are apt to follow suit. This was clear 
in the enunciation of the open-door policy, It 
will probably become clear in the present situa- 
tion if agreement among the nations concerned » 
is not forthcoming. 

The most heartening development at this 
three-day study conference is the indication of 
a fundamental loyalty among those most in- 
volved in what happens in China to a program 
of fair play and just dealing. The expressions 
of friendship for China were not hollow, but 
indicated convictions for which American citi- 
zens are ready to sacrifice some of their own 
material interests. Furthermore, it is a fact of 
real significance that some 200 American citi- 
zens, of varying degrees of prominence but.all 
busy in their own spheres, should have been will- 
ing to come at their own expense from distant 
sections to participate in a conference on the 
international status of China. No possible per- 
sonal benefit could accrue to any. It was in- 
dicative of the real interest now taken by Amer- 
icans in foreign affairs. The discussions were 
well-informed; the conclusions intelligent. ~ If 
the forthcoming international conferences—on 
customs control and extraterritoriality—are able 
to reach as constructive conclusions as were 
arrived at in this unofficial conference, there 
will be little doubt of the future relation between 
China and the other great wopfld ld powers.
